A Confedrate Patent. 
From The Washington Star. 

Of the many people who think they 
know a good deal about the confederate 
government, only a few are aware of 
the fact that the confederacy was sup- 
plied with a patent office and that it is- 
sued paents in just about the same style 
as that practiced by the United States. 
How many inventions received sucii pro- 
tection as could be thrown around them 
by the power. which ruled the south for 
four years may never be known, but it 
is certain that at least fifteen 
received recognition, for on a 
wall in the office of Mr. James L. Norris 
in an original document which assured 
John L. Jones of Tally-Ho, North Caroli- 
na, that for fourteen years from the 26th 
day of August, 1801, he should have “the 
full and exclusive right and liberty of 
making, constructing, using and vending 
to others to be used,” a new and useful 
improvement in carriage wheels. This 
was the fifteenth patent issued by the 
confederacy. It was signed by Judah P.: 
Benjamin, attorney general, counter- 
signed by Rufus R. Rhodes, commissioner 
of patents. Mr. Rhodes was United 
States commissioner of patents prior to 
the war. -- 

Accompanying the parchment, which 
is properly sealed and which cost Mr. 
Jones the sum of $40, are the customary 
specifications and drawings.. The penman- 
ship displayed in the specifications is ex- 
tremely beautiful, while the drawings, 


which are in India ink on linen tracing, '

Lehman Bros.’ Cotton Letter. 
By Private Wire to B. W. Martin, Manager. 

NEW YORK, November 10—Liverpool this morning 
was disappointing, in as much as the partial advance 
of 2-644 was hardly considered a fair response to our 
yesterday’s improvement. We here accordingly opened 
fractionaily lower when prices became still easier on & 
further decline from Liverpool. Stop orders then set 
in, causing a temporsry very weak and depressed mar- 
ket, values at one time being fully 12 points below the 
closing yesterday. The market, however, soon again 
recovered; and, stimulated by the government report, 
which was published about noon, became exceedingly 
strong and buoyant, seiling up almost 30 points from 
the lowest prices of this morning. The report gives 
no figures, but its Gontents are exceedingly discourag- 
ing and virtually cenfirms almost the worst advices 
thus far received regarding the crop outlook. The 
buying this afternoon was general for both long and 
short account.

Zola on Gambling and Gamblers. 
From The New York Sun. 
It was reported some time ago that Zola 


was about to write a novel on Monte Carlo. 


In an interview upon the subject with a 
Figaro reporter, he said: “The rumor is 
without foundation; but I will give you my 
impression of games and gamblers. I went 
two or three times to the gambling rooms 
of Monte Carlo. I am ecquainted with np 
games of chance or of skill. In my house I 
keep a billiard table fpr my guests, but I 
play very badly. I am too nervous; my hands 
tremble. I: have also been a hunter; a poor 
hunter. When I fire a shot I hit about two 
metres from the mark. 

“I have seen a great many people in the 
gaming rooms. I fhave seen the roulette 
tables and the trenteet-quarante, but I couldn’t 
understand the things. The play seemed 
tiresome to me; I saw nothing in it. Certainly 
I could remark the rastaquouere and the 
gamble who makes a living by playing 
cautiously; but the whole affair seemed dull 
and unattractive. I bought a little book 
giving the rules of the ganie and returned 
again to the place. Those pecuilar people 
had very little interest for me. 

“As a moralist I am against gambling. It 
is a solitary passion. The .gambler thinks 
only of himself. From a psychological point 
of view he has nothing to do, except to fall 
into the old ruts which lead to suicide after 
playing away the marriage portion of his 
daughter or running his family. But the 
whole thing is stupid, fiat, dull. 

“There was one thing in it, however, that 
astonished me The windows of my apart. 
ment opéned almost over the Casino, and 
from morning till night I heard an incessant 
and continual noise—the sound of the money 
they were counting. At Monte Carlg money 
has no value. They would pay there a hun- 
dred francs for a chip without a murmur. 

“The writer who would try to describe 
Monte Carlo could only make a monograph 
of each player and study each type.” 


Was It De Soto’s Body? 


“I believe that I helped to mys Dor 
Fernando de Soto,” said Oliver Rigsby, 
a native Louisianian, now at the South- 
ern.

The 
wood was soft and spongy, and he soon 
cut through the outer crust, and, putting 
his hand inside, drew forth a rusty-sword. 
We quickly demolished the log and found 
it to contain a helmet, badly corroded, and 
a human skeleton, that of a man apparently 
six feet tall.

AN EXTRA SESSION. 


Why It Is Needed—Interesting Gossip From 
the National Capital. ' 


Washington, November 10.—The stro 
probability of an extra session of con- 
gress, immediately following the inaugur- 
ation of the president-elect, is the sub- 
ject of general conversation in Washing- 
ton today. A special session of the sen- 
ate is always called at the beginning of 
the new administration to confirm the 
members of the cabinet and’ the new 
diplomati¢ representatives of the United 
States abroad. But the present election 
having turned on questions of domestic 
policy it-is said to,»be obvious to experi- 


* enced political leaders of all parties that 


ean extra session of both houses of con- 
gress will almost inevitably result. 

Secretary of the Treasury Foster, 
among others admits this. The country, 
he says, challenged the judgment of the 
republicans on. the: McKinley bill, and 
the result must be accepted as the will 
of the people that a different policy shall 
be put into effect. — 

Ex-Secretary Bayard writes to a friend 
here to like effect, adding that the people 
will expect this to be done without un- 
necessary delay. 

At the White House. 

Private Secretary Halford has resumed 
his duties at the white house. He arrived 
in Washington this morning from Indian- 
apolis. He frankly admitted his surprise 
and disappointment at the result of the 
election and says he gave up all hope for 
the republican ticket when he first learned 
of the heavy democr.tic: majority in Chi- 
cago and New York City. ' 

The president :did not have very many 
callers today and received scarcely any 
private advices on the subject of the elec- 
tion. He has accepted the result in a most 
philosophical manner, and is said to attri- 
bute his failure to hear from party mana- 
gefs as a clear indication that they have 
nothing encouraging to communicate. 

Nobody Wants Them. 

There are a number of vacancies in the 
higher offices of the executive departments 
of the government and the problem of fill- 
ing them has been considerably complicated 
by the result of the recent election. These 


‘positions are outside of the civil service 
law and regulations and are looked upon 
_ as the lezitimate patronage of the party in 


power. Under the present administration 
all these places are or have been filled by 
men of the republican political faith .as 


during the last administration they were 


fillei by democrats. It is expected, of 
course, that when the administration 
changes on March 4th next, another general 
change will be made. In view of that fact 
the vacancies now existing cannot be re- 
garded as altogether desirable prizes, as in 
about three months the appointees would, 
no doubt, be expected to step down and 


ont. It will be necessary, however, in arder 
-'that public business may be properly car- 


ried on, that some of these vacancies be 
filled at once. Although there has been no 
lack of applicants, yet it is doubtful wheth- 
er any large proportion of them would now 
be willing to accept places which they must 
80 soon surrender, and in making such ap- 
POintments President Harrison will prob- 
ably find that the office must seek the man, 
and not the man the office, which will be 
something of a novelty in his political ex- 
perience. 
In tne Departments. 

In the postoffice department there is only 
one vacancy in the higher offices and that 
is the office of first assistant postmaster 
gener®. Colonel  Whitfield’d ‘resignation 
Went into effect nearly a. month ago and 
since that time Mr. Fowler, chief clerk of 
the office, has been acting first assistant. 
Under the law an acting first assistant can 
Serve only thirty days, after whieh a per- 
manent appointment must be made, if the 
vacancy is filled at all. Messrs. Fowler and 
Bell, second assistant postmaster general, 
have been mentioned for. the place, but Mr. 
Wanamaker, it is said, has not yet fully 
decided whom he will recommend, but he 
will presumably take some action soon. - 
_In the intericr department there is also one 
important vacancy, that of commissioner 
gf the general land office, now being tempo- 
rarily filled by Assistant Commissioner 
Stone. It has been suggested that Mr. Car- 
ter might be induced to return and serve

In the war and navy departments there 
are no vacancies in any of the important 
The. same is true of the department of 
state proper, but there are several diplomatic 
places vacant, which are usually most en- 
ticing to would-be. office holders, but. may 
now go ‘beggirg. Some of these places are 
ministries of a high order, such as the 
Italian mission, the . Russian mission, the 
Portugal mission, the Swiss mission and 
finally. the Chinese mission. In all these 
cases but the iast’ the republican ‘incum- 
beuts. have resigned. : 
‘thé Chinese Mission. . 

In the case of the Chinese mission, owing 
to Mr. Blair’s rejection, the place is still 
filled‘ by Minister Denby, a hold over from 
the last. democratic administration,. who, 
therefore, appears to be safe to confinue 
at his post for four more years unless Presi- 
dent Harrison should determine to make a 
change ‘before the 4th of aMrch, which is 
improbable. There are practically now two 
vacancies in the important offices of as- 
sistants secretary of the treasury, as Mr. 
Nettleton’s resignation will take effect next 
month and Mr. Crounse, Who ran as the 
republican candidate for governor of Nebras- 
ka, has likewise resigned from the treasury 

In the department of justice there will be 
a vacancy at the very head, Attorney Gen- 
eral Miller having signified his intention of 
resigning, but it is not yet known whether 
this action will be taken as soon as to re- 
quire the president to make a cabinet ap- 
pointment before the 4th of March. 

The Supreme Bench. 

The president will also have four vacaa- 
cies on the bench to fill between now and 
the 4th of Marchwe.These are United States 
judgeships caused by the retirement of 
Judge Blodgett, of thé Chicago district; by 
the resignation of Judge Montgomery, of 
the supreme court of the district of Colum- 
bia; by the retirement of Judge James, of 
the same court on the 1st of November, and 
by the resignation of Judge Dixon, of the 
Utah district. These are life positions and 
are really the most alluring prizes remaining 
withi the gift of the administration. 

Colonel Hepburn, who has just been 
elected to congress from the eighth dis- 
trict of Iowa, will probably retain his 
present office as solicitor of the treasury 
until, March 4th. 

How Congress Stands. 

Today’s analysis of the congressional 
election returns shows that with returns 
missing from twenty districts in which the 
result is either entirely unknown or is very 
close, the democrats have elected to seats 
in the house of representatives for the 
fifty-third congress elghty-eight more repre- 
sentatives than the republicans. This ma- 
jority does not include nine members-elect 
who are classified as either fusionists or 
third party men, nearly every one of whom 
will act with the democrats in any pro- 
posed reduction of tariff taxes. Their sup- 
port, with additional strength the demo- 
crats are certain to derive from securing 
some of the twenty districts yet in the un- 
known column, make it conservative to 
estimate that the democrats will have a 
majority of one hundred members or more 
/on the most ‘important question likely tg 
come before the next house of representa- 
tives, viz? The revision of the McKinley 
tariff law. A number of fusionists are 
also thoroughly in accord with the demo- 
cratic policy as far as it goes on all other 
questions.

The first named 
has alliance ideas and the two last named 
are radical free coinage men. Three out 
of five of the fusionists elected in Kansas 
are also simply democrats of what 
may be called the radical 
_wing of the party. Leaving out the twenty 
unknown districts the next house will con- 
sist of 207 democrats, 120 republicans and 
nine fusionists or third party men. 

An analysis by sections of the vote Tues- 
day for congressmen shows that the south- 


ern states—Maryland, Missouri and Ken-’ 


tucky, being included in this category— 
will send 117 democrats, only four republi- 
cans and one alliance democrat, Mr. Mc- 
Laurin, of South Carolina, to the next 
house with four districts, two in West Vir- 
ginia and one each in Kentucky and Missou- 
ri, in@oubt. Of the four republican con- 
gressmen returned two come from Ten- 
nessee and one each from Kentucky and 
Missouri. 

The only apparent result of the fight 
made against democracy in the south was 
to strengthen its hold on public affairs. 

In North Carolina Cheatham, a colored 
republican, is defeated after surviving the 
landslide of two years ago, and in Alabama 
a solid democratic delegation is returned, 
notwithstanding the efforts of Magee and 
others to split. 

New England’s Votes. 

Of New England’s twenty-seven votes in 
the next house, the republicans get eighteen 
and the demoorats six. Three coming from 
Massachusetts and three from Connecticut. 
The sevond New Hampshire district is plac- 
ed in the doubtful column. The four mid- 
dle states—New York, Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey and Delaware—have seventy-three 
votes in the house, of which’ number the 
republicans will cast thirty-nine and the 
democrats thirty-four. Fifty-six congress- 
men will be returned from the middle west- 
ern states—Ohio, Indiana and Illinois. Ac- 
cording to the returns the democrats will 
represent thirty-two of the districts, the re- 
publicans twenty-three, and one, the six- 
teenth Ohio, at present represented: by Mr. 
Pearson, a democrat, said to be exceedingly 
close. Although this is the only. doubtful 
district named in the press dispatches from 
these states, experience warrants the be- 
lief that other districts will be found to 
be doubtful as the official count progresses, 
several districts being always nip and tuck 
between the two parties. The states of 
the northwest and the agricultural west, 
beyond the Mississippi river, will send 
twenty-nine republicans, fourteen democrats 
and five fysionists to represent it in the rext 
house, with two districts from Nebraska in 
Aeubt and the entire seven from Minnesota 
placed in the same column for the lack 
of information as to the successful candi- 
date. 

The republicans stand the best chance of 
securing a majority from the nine unknown 
districts. Five fusionists come from Kan- 
sas. It is said that with the exception of 
Davis and. Baker, the fusionists are in- 
clined towards democracy. | 

The silver states of Idaho, Montana, Wy- 
oming, Nevada and Colorado split even 
on the congressional election, three republi- 
cans coming fromthe three states first 
named and three precincts from the two 
latter states. New Lands, of Nevada, how- 
ever, is inclined towards republicanism: 
The Pacific coast is entitled to eleven con- 
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it being asserted, with equal positiveness by 
rrespondents, that it has fallen 

to the democrats and to the republicans,

The judiciary is the only branch ‘of- the 
government which will remain under, the 
control of the republican party after the 
4th of March. The United States judges 
are appointed for life, subject to the privi- 
lege of voluntary retirement on full pay 
after reaching: the age of seventy years, 
provided they have been ten years in ser- 
vice. District and circuit judges are, as a@ 
rule, republicans and it is unlikely that there 
will be a ‘sufficient number of vacahcies 
during the next four years to enable Mr. 
Cleveland, by new appointments, to give 
the democratic party a majority of these 
positions. Nor is there any probability that 
the next administration will have an op- 
portunity to make the United States su- 
preme court democratic. As this is a 
court of final resort on all questions of con- 
stitutional or federal law the political pre- 
dictions of its justices may, at any time, 
become a mater of importance through the 
freedom of court from influence by consid- 
erations extraneous to legal points at is- 
sue in any case before it is conceded. The 
places on the supreme bench which it is 
most likely Mr. Cleveland will have an op- 
portunity to fill—if there be any vacancies 
at all—are at present occupied by demo- 
crats, Justices Field and Lamar. Chief 
Justice Fuller is the only other democrat 
on the berich. The remaining six members 
are republicans and, except Justice Blatch- 
ford, none of them are within five years 
of the age at which ’they may retire at’ full

Cincinnati, O., November 10.—The exact 
result of the election in Ohio for presi- 
dential electors and secretary of state 
will not be known until the official count 
is completed, which will not be before 
next Monday or Tuesday. 88 

It seems to be almost certain that Tay- 
lor, democrat, has been elected secretary 
of state by about 700 plurality, and it 
is believed that the majority for Cleve- 
land will exceed that figure by not less 
than 500, although the republicans con- 
tinue to claim the state beth on electors 
and state officers. ~The democrats are on 
their guard, and have sent trusty men to 
each county where there is likely to be 
some crooked work attempted.

JIM CAMPBELL AND JIM NEIL. 


How the Two Shrewd Managers Carried the 
Buckeye State for Democracy. 

Washington, November 10.—(Special.)— 
Paralyzed is the only word that comes 
near describing the condition of the re- 
publicans here after, they realiyed tonight 
that Ohio had actually been carried for 
Cleveland. And they will feel even worse, 
if that is possible, when they learn how the 
democratic national committee effected this 
magnificent resu!t 

It was one of the cleverest and most 
deftly executed pieces of political strategy 
in the history of American politics. 

About two weeks ago,’ the democratic 
national committee became alarmed at the 
outlook in West Virginia and Connecticut. 
Knowing the desperate efforts the republi- 
cans were making to carry those close 
states, the democratic managers decided 
that for safety’s sake, something must be 
done to make up for the possible loss of 
their twelve electoral votes, and Governor 
Campbell, of Ohio, who was in New York 
at the time, was called into consultation. 

He told the democratic managers he be- 
lieved Ohio could be carried for Cleveland 
by a still hunt if a proper amount of money 
could be put into the state, but he said he 
would not advise the experiment unless it 
could be done without depriving other more 
hopeful states of all the funds necessary 
to defray the legitimate expenses of a 
vigorous campaign. 

coionel- Jim Neil, who was chairman of 
the Ohio democratic committee in Camp- 
bell’s campaign for governor, was then tel- 
egraphed to come to New York from Ohio. 
When Neil arrived, he coincided with Gov- 
ernor Campbell’s views as to Qhio. He 
felt confident the state could be carried if 
a strictly still hunt was undertaken and the 
funds to get out the full democratic vote 
were forthcoming. 

The national committee decided to try 
the experiment, and when Mr. Neil returp- 
ed to Ohio, he carried $60,000 with him. 
The plan was not to pay any attention to 
the large cities and to let the state go 
by default on the surface; but in the rural 
counties absolute trustworthy men, pledged 
to the strictest secrecy as to their plans, 
were quietly to see to it that a fuil demv- 
cratic vote was polled on election day. 

When Mr. Neil got back to Qhio, he 
summoned to meet with him from different 
sections of the state about a dozen men 
to whom he had absolute confidence, and 
laid his plans before them. They were en- 
joined to strict secrecy and provided with 
the necessary funds to get out a full demo- 
cratic vote in the sections of which they 
were given charge. The success of the 
plans depended altogether on keeping the 
republicans entirely in the dark, as to 
what was going op. For this reason few 
democrats were made aware of the scheme, 
and as a con ence it was carried out 
successfully to the utter amazement of all 
a age and most democrats.

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GRORGIA’S WEALTH 


Should Certainly Be Exhibited at the 
World's Fair, 


A VERY INTERESTING COMMUNICATION 


Which Will Appeal ‘o the Patriotism of 
Every Georgian—The _ Chief of the 
Mineral Department Talks. 


Chicago, Ill. U. 8. A., November 7, 1892. 
Exposition Grounds.—Hon. Evan P. 
Howell, Editor Atlanta Constitution: 
Since our. conversation recently at the 
Auditorium hotel, I have given considera- 
ble thought to the subject we. then dis- 
cussed concerning a display of the mineral 
resources of your state at the Columbian 
exposition. The regret I then expressed 
that Georgia seemingly was to have no 
representation at the world’s fair, that the 
world was to go away from it unen- 
lightened as to her varied and extensive 
resources and industries, has been further 
intensified by the knowledge of two facts. 
First, that so many of your neighboring 
states, and states intersected by the same 
mineral belts of the Appalachian region 
will display their mineral resources at the 
exposition. Second, that the citizens of 
your state, as indicated through mineral 
exhibits heretofore made by them, are 
fully informed of the abundance of the 
material at hand for the mineral display. 

I will not go further into detail on these 
subjects than to say that thirty-five 
states—the mineral ‘producing states of 
the union—are planning valuable and at- 
tractive displays, and among the number 
are to be reckoned Virginia, West Vir- 
ginia, Maryland, Kentucky, North Caro- 
lina, Florida, and, to some extent, South 
Carolina. The list inclosed herewith of 
the minerals and ores of Georgia and their 
localities is su.ucient evidence that the state 
can make as interesting and showy dis- 
play as any of her sister. states on the 
Atlantic coast. You had, only last winter, 
at Augusta, an exhibit of these products 
under quite a comprehensive classification 
and with money and other premiums for 
excellence. You have at your State univer- 
sity, some wonderful collections, all clas- 
sified and labelled. It is currently reported 
that the phosphate collection, now in the 
university s museum, is the finest of its 
kind in the world. 

These facts, Mr. Howell, are sufficient 
proef to my mind that Georgia can make 
a superb mineral display if she makes up 
her mind to take the trouble of getting 
the material together. This department 
is how creating a special mineral collection 
made up of loan exhibits from all of the 
states and, at the present time, the space 
for this collection may be said to consti- 
tute the only space available for state dis- 
plays, the remaining area reserved for this 
purpose having been long since taken up. 
Already a number of states have advised 
me to reserve space in the technical min- 
eral display for their loan contributions of 
mineral cabinets, and it seems to we that, 
here at least, Georgia should make a show- 
ing. The work of collecting in some states 
is put in charge of the state geologist, as he 
is usually best equipped with scientific in- 
formation and training to undertake the 
matter. [ am iutormed that your assis- 
tant state geologist, Professor Whatley, 
is now in the field in the heart of the min- 
eral region. He might, therefore, be at 
exactly the right poiut, were he backed with 
proper financial assistance, to expeditiously 
create an entirely new collection with 
which to supplement what has already been 
gathered together. 

These, of course, are only suggestions, 
and many other ways and means will oc- 
cur to you and to whoever takes the mat- 
ter in hand. I-hope, however, that no 
stone will be left unturned to make a cred- 
itable collection of mineral specimens and 
to exhibit them in the way I have outlined. 
I should like to be advised, as early as 
possible, as to how much cabinet space 
Georgia will undertake tv fill and shall 
then be Lappy to meet her needs if possible.

Following is 4% gos list of Georgia's min- 
erals, furnished by Mr. Skoff: 

. Noble Metals and Ores. 

Gold—Auriferons district occupies one-third 
of the state, from North Carolina and Ten- 
nessee southwest and west to Alabama, occu- 
pying a large number of counties. Deep mines 
and placers, worked chiefly in Rabun, Lump- 
kin, Bartow, Dawson, White, Hall and Union 
counties. The mining centers are at Dahlon- 
i and vicinity, and about Auraria, in Lump- 

n county. A third district is on the east 
side of the state, in McDuffie, Lincoln and 
Wilkes counties. Gold occurs in quartz seams 
and veins, which traverse micaceous, talcose, 
chloritic and Hornblendic schists. The soils, 
disintegrated rocks and gravels, and sands 
also are gold-bearing over wide areas. In 
Bartow county the gold belt is well defined, 
and is worked in a small way. In all the 
counties mentioned, mining is carried on, but 
irregular, on a small scale, and often only in 
the interval] between planting seasons. 

Base Metais and Otes. 

Chilcopyrite (Pyritous copper ore, yellow 
copper oré, copper pyrites) Canton mine, 
Cherokee county; other localities in Lumpkin, 
Fulton, Carroll, Murray, 
Paulding, (Paulding Copper Company, at Dal- 
las), Haralson (Tallapoosa Mining Company), 
Greene and Lincoln counties.

They have been taken as models by other 
towns and cities of the union and many 
of Atlanta’s productions have been bodily 
reproduced. 

Atlanta’s show-giving career began as 
early as 1842 about. In those days there 
were no horse racing at fairs because even 
then horse racing was looked upon as a 
great sin. People had not been able to 
separate gambling from the desire of stock 
raisers to improve the strain of stock. 

The first show or fair as it was then calJl- 


- were on exhibition and in the display 
idles ‘took the liveliest interest. Side 


had woven the carpet, and in them the 
mén who had plowed the corn and the cot- 
ton were pleased., 

The pig stall was always filled with the 
biggest, fattest hog the farm could pro- 
duce, while the coops contained the biggest 


cock, and. the fastest laying hen. 

In those days Georgia came very near 
living at home, much nearer than she does 
now. Then very little money went away 
from home for western meat and flour 
and the people were decidedly better off. 

From ’42 the fairs were held every year 
on the Fair street lot up to the time’ the 
war began. Some time in °46 or ’47 the 
work was enlarged and the state fair was 
held in Atlanta. That was about the same 
as the shows that preceded it only it was 
much larger. For several years the state 
fair remained if Atlanta, but in the fifties 
some time it was removed to Athens. Mr. 
Waring was the president of the associa- 
tion and was then a resident of Athens. 
After the state fair went to Athens the peo- 
ple of Fulton continued to give their shows 
every year and they never failed to draw 


and to draw well. 

“I was marshal in those days,” said Un- 
cle Ben Williford, the public weigher, 
“and I can just say Atlanta never had any 
better shows than those we gave then. 
We always had big crowds and they were
